OUR  GUARANTEE  is  that  every  tree  or  plant  will  be 
in  a perfectly  healthy  condition,  true  to  name  and  up  to 
grade  and  well  packed  when  leaving  our  hands,  after 
which  all  claims  for  loss  or  damage  should  be  made  to 
the  forwarders. 

TREES  RESERVED  for  weeks  or  months  after  open- 
ing of  shipping  season  should  be  paid  for  in  full  when 
ordered. 

CLAIMS  for  errors  of  any  kind  should  be  made  prompt- 
ly within  5 days  from  receipt  of  goods.  Our  responsi- 
bility ceases  when  the  trees  or  plants  leave  our  possession 
as  we  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  failures  arising 
from  defective  planting  or  subsequent  faulty  treatment 
or  cultivation  or  lack  of  attention  and  cultivation  or  for 
unfavorable  weather  conditions,  insect  depredations,  etc. 
We  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  our  trees  and 
plants  true  to  name,  well  grown  and  well  packed  when 
they  leave  our  possession,  and  if  they  are  not  accepted 
under  these  terms  and  conditions  they  must  be  returned 
to  us  at  once  and  we  will  return  the  price  paid  therefor. 
If  any  variety  accidentally  proves  untrue  to  label  we  will 
replace  it  or  refund  the  amount  paid  therefor  but  it  is 
mutually  agreed  that  we  shall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  any 
greater  sum  than  the  original  cost. 

THE  SHIPPING  SEASON  usually  begins  about  the 
15th  of  October  and  open  ground  stock  can  be  shipped 
continuously  till  about  the  15th  of  March.  Entomologist’s 
certificate  accompanies  each  shipment  to  insure  immunity 
from  insects  and  diseases.  We  fumigate  our  stock  with 
Hydrocyanic  acid  gas  before  shipping  as  required  by  the 
state  law,  so  that  insurance  from  insects  and  diseases  is 
made  doubly  sure. 

We  have  many  new  and  rare  varieties  that  we  are  test- 
ing and  if  they  prove  satisfactory  we  will  add  materially 
to  our  list  next  year. 

The  supply  of  the  choicest  fancy  evergreens  has  run 
so  low  in  the  United  States  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  buy  a first  class  selection  now,  but  we  have  a very 
large  amount  of  them  that  will  be  ready  to  offer  in  one 
and  two  more  years  when  we  aim  to  have  all  of  the 
standard  and  all  of  the  new  and  rare  varieties  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  meet  all  demands  thereafter.
